London, May 11.—The parllamentary
committes appointed to inquire Into the
Transvanl rald held another meeting
today, The examinatlon of the Duke
of Abercorn, chalrman of the Char-
tered company of Britdsh South Africa,
was continued. The duke, In refuting
the suggestion of Mr. Henry Labou-
chere, one of Lthe members of the com-
mittes, that the rald was engineered
for stock Jobking purposes, sald he
had not bought or sold o single share
of the company's stock during the last
six months of 1885

The next witness was the Duke of
Fife, son-in-law of the Prince of Wules
The duke sald he had no knowledge
whatever of the rald before It ocourred,
nor had he any pueplelon that the
Chartered company's troops might he
used any way In connectlon with the
troubles at Johannesburg or elsewhere
in the Transvaual, The witness admit-
ted he had sold a thousand shares of
the company's stock during the autumn
of 1886, The price, he expluined, was
then about 330, Lbut he fulled 1o gee
what that had to do with the rald.

BODY IN A WELL.

Konltskuski's Remains Reposed for Two
Weeke in the Supply of Drioklog
Water for 600 Persons,
